Dear Sir, 


We write you again about the unsatisfactory returns we are receiving from the Mint at the 
present time. Something is wrong. We use extra care in taking in old gold as we buy it for cash 
and test it thoroughly. The last returns received to-day were the most disappointing yet. Our 
estimate place the value at full $101.00 which we need only $88.57. Our weight was 171 3/8 
dwts. Your weight give it 164 dwts. Almost all of the gold was estimated above 14k — half of it 
16k while the statement shows only a fraction over 12k fineness. This looks like we did not get 
returns on the right package. Last week the returns were $10.00 short on $101.00 and with our 
exception returns have been coming in short for some time. Formerly they run a little ahead as 
they should be (our figures at 4 cent per Karat) are you getting other complains lately or are we 
the only ones that are kicking?
